Procedure for establishing annuel PrOflUfftAftB PlftB 

In setting up the annual production plan ,the plant submitted to the Ministry its 
estimate, based on the availability of machines, manpower and also on an assessment 
of expected orders from other concerns. Preliminary data on tfae expected production 
pattern in these firms supplied by Blechverformung were received in the last three 
or four months of the year. After the Ministry had formally accepted the plant 
(after possible alterations at the Ministry level), the Soviet Military Authority 
(SMA) was likely to add its own plan on top of the first one. The SMA plan
